DARING ATTEMPT AT ROBBERY. 
CLEVER CARTURR BY THK Porter, 
In a case which cama before Captain 
Hastings at the Magistraoy this morning 
~some interesting facts wera brought to light 
"which bear out Chief Justice Clarke’s ad. 
monition at the fecant ‘Maiden Seesions' 
that we must not congratulate ourselves too 
readily upon the diminution of serious 
orime in the Colony.

gang of Cantonese desperadocs, The house, 
as appesred from the etatement of the 
Inspector, was a very poor one and most 
mengtely furnished, and it is not very 

" appnrent what tho robbers were to obtain 
we OD pase gat the risk they were ruo- 
hing, e Inspector concesleg himself in 
the house on fhe night of the 27th, but as 

bo obs appeared on the scene he thought he 

+ had been aupplied with incorrect. informa- 
tion, Aso proogutionary meacure, how- 


‘ever, he detailed three Ohinese detectives 
to watch the house on the two follow- 
ing nights. On the night of the 29th, 
five.men attempted to ¢ffcct on entrance, 
but. finding the door closed they. mate off. 
Inspector, Mann resumed’ the watch’ person- 
ally ‘last. night,. concealing himself-in the 
cookbouse, and had two Chisess constables 
posted near at . Mr Carvalho was ia
